Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -7, 1 3, 1 9-22, 29-35 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record is U.S. Pat NO 6,010,156 to Block, U.S. Pat No 
6,557,755 to Pickering, Jr. et al, and U.S. Pub No 2005/0195214 to Reid et al. 

Block discloses a system for producing address and postage labels. 

Pickering, Jr. et al disclose the types of barcodes used on mailpieces. 

Reid et al disclose the ability to print pictures in both portrait and landscape 
orientation on a single sheet of print material. 

As per claims 1 , 2, 4, 5, 7, 13, 34 and 35, the closest prior art of record taken 
either individually or in combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 
the exact dimension and layout of the labels as recited in claims 1 , 2, 4, 5, 7, 1 3, 34 and 
35. Claims 3, 29 depend upon claim 2 and have all the limitations of claim 2 and are 
allowable for the same reason. Claim 30 depend upon claim 4 and have all the 
limitations of claim 4 and are allowable for the same reason. Claims 6, 31 , 32 depend 
upon claim 5 and have all the limitations of claim 5 and are allowable for the same 
reason. Claims 21 , 22 depend upon claim 7 and have all the limitations of claim 7 and 
are allowable for the same reason. Claims 19, 20, 33 depends upon claim 13 and have 
all the limitations of claim 13 and are allowable for the same reason.
